which would probably be one-half the 
interest on the outlay for these peasant 
farm-lots. 

Some people may bo sanguine enough 
to suppose that Hodge would be able to 
pay 3£ per cent, on tho cost of his 
holding (£180),which would amount to 
half-a-crown a week, and in theory he 
certainly would be. But the village 
ale-house would absorb a good deal of 
Hodge’s spare cash, and before two 
years the majority of the 3-acre hold¬ 
ings would have passed into other 
hands. In the meantimo every rate¬ 
payer in the parish would bo saddled 
for all time with a new tax of a shilling 
in the pound. 

It is impossible by a stroke of the 
pen to manufacture 3 million small yeo¬ 
manry in Great Britain. Much as we 
may lament the extinction of that fine 
class of agricultural population, which 
supplied the strongest bowmen at Crocy 
and Agincourt and constituted the 
backbone of this country in the days of 
Cromwell and even later, it would be 
loss of time to endeavor to reverse the 
economic ordor of things, by which 
land must fall into the hands of the 
richest class. The land-owners of Eng¬ 
land receive barely 2 per cent for 
their money, and hence land is the 
worst possible investment. Agitators 
complain that England does not yield 
half as much agricultural product as 
she might, which is quite true, because 
tillage is a ruinous occupation. Other 
industries are much more lucrative. 
An able-bodied English peasant pro¬ 
duces 540 bushels of grain, value £90; 
whereas a little girl in one of our 
cotton-mills will turn out £100 worth 
of calico. 

If the peasants and artisans were to 
get 3 acre lots what kind of crops 
would they raise ? Not grain, for 
even in large farms with suitable ma¬ 
chinery it leaves a loss of four shillings 
an acre; the reason that any grain is 
still grown is, because all leases oblige 
the tenant to keep 12 acres of every 
100 under grain, and moreover for the 
sake of straw. Hodge might turn his 
attention to potatoes and vegetables, 
with hope of profit, but market-gardens 
can only prosper near large towns, and 
they require more capital than anyone 
would believe. Ordinarily the Eng¬ 
lish peasant has an insuperable objec¬ 
tion to potato-growing, either because 
the crop is precarious or that it in¬ 
volves too much labor: the whole of Eng 
land has less than 400,000 acres under 
potatoes, and hence we have to import 
from 8 to 10 millions bushels yearly 
from the Continent, besides 40 millions 
fron Ireland. The climate of England 
is admirably suited for vegetables and 
fruit, but freight by railway is so dear 
that if you were to grow a ton of 
cauliflowers 50 miles from London the 
railway would take all the profit. On 
the other hand the value of land near 
great towns is too much for the plan 
of 3 acre lots to be feasible. 

Mr. Chamberlain may some day 
write, like Barnum, his autobiography, 
when he will perhaps tell us that the 
“three acres and a cow,” was what our 
American cousins, call “bunkum.”

“Three acres and a cow” is the cry 
with which Mr Chamberlain appeals to 
the 3 millions of new voters to return 
a Democratic Parliament. It is a cun¬ 
ning device, and may turn the tide in 
his favor, for two reasons ; firstly, that 
the agricultural industry is so depressed 
as to make people accept any quack 
remedies for its recovery ; secondly, 
that those who have nothing will be 
glad to get “three acres and a cow” 
from the local authorities, at the ex¬ 
pense of the lord of the manor. The 
cost of expropriation is to be taken 
from tho rates, of which the landed- 
proprietors will have to pay the bulk. 

Wo need no Cassandra to tell us 
that, if attempted, tho scheme will 
prove wholly impracticable. I am in¬ 
clined to think that Mr Chamberlain is 
quite of the same opinion, but if ho 
gets 3 million Hodges to vote for him 
it is all that he requires, and we shall 
never hear any more about the “3 acres 
and a cow.” In fact a moment’s re¬ 
flection shews now fantastic is this new¬ 
fangled plan of agricultural reform. 

In order to expropriate 9 million 
acres of cultivable land the lowest pos 
sible valuation, say £33 per acre, 
would be 300 millions sterling, and as

^The fourteenth chapter embraces the 
food supply of nations. The principal 
points of this chapter show that the 
money paid for food represents 45 o/o 
of the earnings of all nations ; that the 
surplus of earnings over cost of food is 
largest in Groat Britain, United States 
and France, and consequently the 
power of consumption of commodities. 
The average cost of food is 9d a day in 
Great Britain, 7d in United States,and} 
5d on the Continent per inhabitant. 
The working-man in Europe can now 
buy 140 lbs. of bread with the same 
amount of labour as 77 lbs. in the de¬ 
cade ending 1860. Great Britain drew 
one-fourth of her wheat-supply from 
abroad inthe years 1841-60, and at 
present draws two-thirds. The con¬ 
sumption of meat per inhabitant has 
risen 40 o/o in Great Britain and 42 
per cent on the Continent since 1850. 
Europe imports 600,000 tons of meat 
yearly from other parts of the globe ; 
the United States will soon have no 
surplus for exportation, which will 
compel us to depend on Australia and 
the Biver Plate.. Dairy products have 
risen 44 per cent since 1850 all over 
Europe, and Great Britain derives 30 
per cent of her eggs and 50 per cent of 
her butter and cheese from other 
nations. 

The fifteenth chapter shows the 
growth of population, its density por 
sq. mile, ratio of increase, number of 
mouths depending for food on each 
able-bodied male, etc. The following 
are the principal point.3 :—The popu¬ 
lation of tho civilised world was barely 
300 millions in 185.0, and is now 422 
millions, having increased 42 p. cent 
in one generation. The price of land 
depends mainly on population. Great 
Britain has twelve times the popula¬ 
tion of Bussia to the eq. mile, and 
land in this country is fifteen times as 
valuable as in the valley of the Don. 
The rural population is declining in 
Europe and 11 millions of people have 
emigrated to the United States since 
1850, mostly from rural districts, where 
hand labour has been displaced by 
machinery. In densely populated coun¬ 
tries like Great Britain or Belgium, 
wages are higher than in thinly peop¬ 
led, like Spain or Bussia. The number 


seriously affect public health, and seem 
to cause a greater loss in wages thaB 
the amount produced by the tax. The 
better health of our people enables us 
to work at groater advantage than most 
other nations. 

Fifteen millions of people, or about 
5 per cent of the population of Europe, 
have emigrated since 1850—two-thirds 
to the United States—and throe-fourths 
of them were in the bloom of life, and 
about 90 per cent of the peasant class. 

But for tho industry of these emigrants 
iu North America and the Southern 
Hemisphere the prices of wheat and 
wool would be 30 or 40 per cent higher 
than at present. New settlers add to 
the wealth, revenue and commerce of a 
country, representing productive capi 
tal equal to 200£ per head. The 
trade of tho British colonies has grown 
sevenfold since 1850, or three times 
faster than population. Foreign couu 
tries consume British manufactures in 
the following ratio ; in Europe 6 shil¬ 
lings, in America 14 shillings, and in 
the British colonies 98 shillings por in¬ 
habitant. The public debt in our Co¬ 
lonies averages 4£ years of revenue, 
against 8 years ia Great Britain, and 
nine years in Franco. Emigration from 
Europo averages 500,000 persons 
yearly, and will probably reach a mil¬ 
lion by the close of the nineteenth 
century. 

With regard to wealth and earnings, 
we see that the aggregate wealth of 
twenty principal nations amounts to 
51,000 millions sterling, and their 
annual earnings to 7,300 millions. 
Lands, cattlo and farming impltments 
meke up 40 per cent of the total wealth, 
and agricultural earnings average 16 J 
per cent on capital. The u value of land 
is for the most part accidental, de¬ 
pending loss on fertility than on the 
nurnbor of inhabitants, and the liberty 
and security which they enjoy. Houses no 
represent one-fourth of the wealth of 
mankind, and house rent takes the 
labor of 27 days of each year iu Eu 
rope and 30 days in United States 
The average of wealth to population is 
highest iu the United Kingdom, and 
of earnings highest in Australia. Ac¬ 
cumulations or savings average 3 pence 
daily per inhabitant in the Uuited 
Kingdom. 31 pence in France and 2} 
pence in United States. The total 
expenditure of nations averages 6 pence 
daily per inhabitant for food, 2 pence 
for clothing and 4 pence for rent, 
taxes and sundries ; in all, a shilling 
(12.1) per day. After paying for food, 
clothing, rent and taxes, an English¬ 
man has 91 days of the year for leisure 
or luxuries, an American 75, a French¬ 
man 69, a German 40, a Bussian 14, 
an Italian 10. The relative wealth, or 
surplus for leisure, determines not only 
house rent but tho prices of many ar¬ 
ticles of luxury in the various coun¬ 
tries. 

Chapters XYIII, XIX and XX con¬ 
tain a summary of industries, general 
survey of prices and some important 
remarks on wages ; with regard to the 
latter, we see that wages oiten rise 
when prices fall, and vice-versa, as 
shown by Tooke and Newmarch ; that 
since 1850 wages in Europe have risen 
very notably and prices fallen 5 per 
cent; that English operatives are the 
best paid in Europe, and their work, 
after all, the cheapest; that agricultu¬ 
ral wages have risen 90 per cent, while 
those of artisans and mechanics only 50 
per cent, tince 1850; that wages in 
Europe average 30 per cent, in United 
States 18 per cent, of the value of ma¬ 
nufactured goods ; that American ope¬ 
ratives have to pay only 33 per cent of 
their earnings for food, while the ave 
rage is 45 per cent in Great Britain 
and 55 per cent'on the Continent; that 
the share of the capitalist or employer 
is regulated by the ordinary rates of 
discount, and that he receives less in 
j England, where money Is cheap, than 
on tho Continent; that the average 
product per operative is highest in 
the United States, but that the nomi 
nal product is an artificial value caused 
by “ protective ” duties ; nevertheless 
after deducting for the inflation, his 
product is highest. 

The principal points of chapter 
XXII are as follows:—That £3 now 
will buy as much in England as £4 
would a hundred years ago : that wages 
in England have doubled since 1780, 
and that workingmen can buy 44 por 
cent more of food than they could then, 
notwithstanding the enormous rise in 
beef and butter ; that house-rent hav¬ 
ing trebled in the same interval, the 
advantages to workmen in cities are 
sensibly reduced ; that the peasant’s 
earnings, measured in grain, are 80 per 
cent higher than in the eighteenth cen¬ 
tury, and that farm wages, compared 
with grain product, are 18 per cent in 
United States, 25 per cent in Great 
Britain and 4-1 per cont on the conti¬ 
nent. 

We reserve for the last chapter on 
this very important book the “ sum¬ 
mary of causes ” that affect prices. 
The author has also appended to the 
History of Prices a review of British 
Trade, with prict list of 100 articles for 
the last 31 years and a chronicle of 
events since 1850.

There is 
something behind all this, and it is 
useless to do more at present than refer 
you to the newspapers, which you can 
beliove just as much as you like.

There is only 
one way of securing radical reform, 
and that is by appealing through the 
columns of the press to the mighty 
wave of public opinion. As long as 
Censor dwelt on this subject, we 
could find no room for objection, but, 
as the natives say “la cabra tira al 
monte,” we see another plunge into 
finances, happily in rather shallow 
water. The depreciation of paper, it 
says, is now noarly 200, and it will soon 
fall to 500 ! ! Let us pause after this. 

The two last columns of tho article 
are dovoted to the progress and advance 
of the Argentine Republic, to the in¬ 
fluence and circulation of the press in 
Buenos Aires, and to an appeal to all 
to subscribe to the paper.
